No Animus Toward Wilson. 

In beginning his address, Senator 
Chamberiain said the president had at- 
tacked both his veracity and integ- 
rity, heretofore unchallenged, but that 
in replying he did so without any per- 
sonal feeling against the president. 

“For twenty-four vears,” Senator 
Chamberlain said, “I have served the 
public in my ,state to the best of my 
ability and in all that time I have 
never had my veracity called in ques- 
tion nor my integrity impeached, and 
1 nave passed through some bitter 
campaigns. It is, therefore, with some 
feeling of humiliation and also sad- 
ness that I rise to a question of per- 
sonal privilege when my veracity has 
been called in question, not by an or- 
dinary citizen; not by one of my col- 
leagues, but by a very distinguished 
gentleman who has the love and admi-« 
ration of the people, and who py their 
suffrage occupies the highest place in 
the gift of the people and, I may say, 
the highest place of any man in the 
world.

Churches in Session at 
Savannah.

Savannah, Ga., January 24.—The 
committee of fifty ministers and lay- 
men representing the Methodist 
church, north and south, which has 
for its purpose the uniting of the 
northern and southern Methodist 
churches as one body, has begun its 
deliberations in Savannah. It will be 
in session ten days or two weeks. 

No reason appears now why the 
northern and the southern Methodist 
churches should not unite, Bishop Earl 
Cranston, of Washington, chairman of 
the northern delegation to the unifi- 
cation commission, announced to a 
large congregation in the Wesley Mon- 
umental church last night. - 

In view of the fact that such a prom- 
inent member of the commission should 
make such a public statement, with the 
expectancy of the commission entering 
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into executive session to consider the 
points which are regarded as the most 
obstinate, it is believed the commis- 
sion will agree op unification. 

Failure of this commission to agree 
on unification and unite the great 
power of Methodism for its work in 
the world work, would reflect great 
discredit upon the members, continued 
Bishop Cranston. He spoke strongly 
for unity and with apparent hope for 
it at an early date. 

The principal point of difference be- 
tween the members of the committee 
from the two sections has been over 


the evidence points to the impending 
delivery of a series of great attacks.

London, January 24.-—-Premier Lloyd- 
George has invited the leading mem 
bers of the Irish convention to confer 
with the cabinet 

The following official 
dealing the 
issued this evening: 

“At today's Irish convention a letter 
from the premier was read stating that 
before the convention arrived at a de- 
cision on certain issues under discus- 
; sion he and Fis colleagues in the cabi- 
net would be happy to confer with the 
l leading representatives of different 
‘gections of the convention should they 
desire to follow such a course. 

“Thereupon it was decided to ad- 
journ the convention and certain mem- 
bers were selected to meet the premier 
and his colleagues. 

“Sir Horace Plunkett, the chairman, 
was authorized to arrange the confer- 
ence at the earliest possible date and 
immediately thereafter to summon the 
convention.” 

In connection with the report of the 
{rish- convention, which is expected 
soon, the Associated Press learns that 
there are two outstanding features 
which indicate a settlement whether 
or not the convention's report is unan- 
imous. One feature is the appreciation 
on the part of British statesmen that 
a settlement must be reached for the 
sake of cementing further the friend- 
ship with the United States, not 
for the period of the war, 
future. The other feature is that the 
British public has become wearied by 
the present state of affairs. 

Thus far there is no inkling what the 
report of the convention will be. There 
is no attempt to disguise the fact that 
British statesmen are determined not 
to permit the Irish question to inter- 
fere with relations between Great Brit- 
ain and the United States and they are 
ready to exert all possible power to 
effect an amicable solution. 

Whatever happens, it is not thought 
there is likely to be more threats of 
civil war tn Ireland.

Georgia Case Cited. 

The open retusgal or ill-concealed re- 
luctance of many sheriffs and other 
local officials to assist government 
agents in running down moonshiners 
was a factor in causing Comiunissioner 
Roper to announce the open campaign. 
The case of a North Georgia sheriff 
who refused to aid on the ground that 
the county officers were “in favor of 
whisky” was cited in this connec- 
Lion.

War and Sugar 


Before the war, England imported practically all of its 
sugar from Germany, Austria and far-away Java. France 
produced all the sugar it needed, and had some to export. 


Italy supplied itself. 


The war abruptly shut off England’s supply of sugar from 
Central Europe. The armies of Europe have overrun the 
beet fields of Northern France, Belgium, Poland and Russia. 
Today the battle lines encircle the vast sugar beet area of 
the Central Powers.

The main sources of available 
sugar for the United States and 
the Allies are narrowed down to 
the West Indies (principally Cuba), 
Hawaii, the Philippines, Louisi- 
ana, and the sugar-beet fields of 
the Middle West.

It is as useless 
to the world as unmined gold, be- 
cause no nation can spare the 
ships to carry it. 


This country and Europe could 
only procure sugar from Java by 
using ships badly needéu to carry 
American troops and supplies to 
France. 


It takes 150 days for a cargo 
ship traveling at the rate of 200 
miles a day to go from England 
to Java and return, counting in 
the loading and discharging at 
both ends. The same ship travel- 
ing between New York and France 
takes 50 days for a round trip. 


Therefore the same ship can 
make three round trips between 
New York and France while it is 
making one round trip between 
England and Java. 


The competition among nations 
for Cuban raw sugar has forced 
up its price, with a necessary cor- 
responding increase in the cost of 
refined sugar.

A MANIFEST INJUSTICE. 


Service abroad and in the zone of fighting 
and danger naturally should carry with it in- 
creased remuneration for the army officer, 
over service at home and in training camp; 
but it appears that the opposite is actually 
the case in the way the present pay system 
works out. 

In a clean-cut and cohcise ‘presentation 
of this matter, appearing elsewhere upon this 
page, it is shown that a major, for example, 
when he arrives in France— 


“find that his orders to face the enemy 
in the field carry a preliminary punish- 
ment of a reduction in his pay of $75 a 
month.” 


In other words, while serving at home 
and in safety in a training camp, a major is 
allowed for house rent, fuel and light an ag- 
gregate of approximately $75 a month more 
than the automatic 10 per cent increase in 
pay for foreign service. This allowance for 
the maiftenance of his family is cut off when 
the major leaves the United States, but the 
expense of maintaining his family goes on 
and has to be met out of the officer’s montb- 
ly pay.

“He has to pay for his own living 
away from home, and he has to pay for 
expensive articles of clothing and equip- 
ment. We all know how the price of 
such things has been run.up by profit- 
seeking dealers.” 


Pending before congress are two bills de- 
signed to remedy the conditions, which affect 
alike in proportion all officers of the army 
regardless of rank, and which certainly de 
mand attention. ; 

Our correspondent is himself a regular 
army officer of lifelong service; but, for ob- 
vious reasons, his name is withheld from 
publication. 

No doubt the reason why these inequali- 
ties have not been corrected before is that 
they have not been called to the attention 
of congress. But now that they have been 
pointed out congress should hasten the en- 
actment of such legislation as may be neces- 
sary to remedy the injustice that is being 
done under the present discriminatory sys- 
tem. 


SECRETARY DANIELS.

Senator Boise Penrose, of Pennsylvania,

We suggested that the time to plan 
for canning, to build and equip canneries 
and to place orders for the necessary cans, 
apparatus and materials for canning, both on 
a large scale in canneries and in the homes, 
is now—not after the crops are almost ready 
for harvest. 

The Twin-City Sentinel, Winston-Salem, 
N. C., holds that our suggestion is one “that 
might be generally adopted,” and it goes on 
to say that— 


“We repeat that this is the time to be- 
gin planning for the coming season. Not 
an ounce of fruit or vegetables should 
be wasted this year. All that can possi- 
bly be saved will be needed. There is 
no danger of ‘overdoing’ the canning 
idea. 


“Every county should take this mat- 
ter up and, through the county board 
of agriculture or some other agency, a 
movement should be launched to the end 
that abundant facilities, mot only for 
canning but for drying food produets, 
according to the most improved methods, 
may be provided. In every city and town 
one or more canning clubs should be 
formed.” 

This is not very favorable weather for 
the planting of food crops; but the time, the 
conditions, the weather and all are ideal for 
the. planning of them, and for the planning 
of the means for conserving them after they 
are matured. 

As the Twin-City Sentinel says, the coun- 
try cannot aiford to let an ounce of fruit or 
vegetables be wasted this year. Production 
should be above any previous record, and 
every ounce of surplus above current con- 
sumption should be preserved. It should be 
canned, pickled or dried—and preparations 
for doing this should be in the making right 
now. 

Delay until the “eleventh hour” means 
certain and serious lIdss to-the grower, the 
cannery and the country-at-large.

Washington, January 24.—(Special.)—An 
erroneous impression that a recent decision 
of the supreme court of the United States 
would relieve from iricome taxes a&pprox- 
imately $100,000,000 in stock dividends dis- 
tributed during the year 1917 has been cor- 
rected by a statement from the commission- 
er of internal revenue, The collectors 
throughout the country, no doubt, have been 
furnished with copies of this statement. 

The decision, Towne vs. Eisner, handed 
down January 7, was an interpretation of 
the act of October 3, 1918, only. Since that 
time acts have been passed under which 
it is held stock dividends are taxable. 

The commissioner says: “The act of Oc- 
tober 8, 1913, which was the only act before 
the court in the case, contained no provision 
expressly providing for treating stock divi- 
dends as income, and the decision of the 
court was’ to that effect, that is, that the 
act in question was not to be construed as 
taxing such dividends. 

“The act of September 8, 1916, contains 
an express provision taxing stock dividends 
declared as paid: out of earnings accrued 
Since March 1, 1913.” 

According to the commissioner, it. does 
not follow from the court’s decision that 
no stock dividends are to be held taxable 
under the provisions of the act of September 
8, 1916, and the act of October 3, 1917. Here 
is the situation today: 

The government 18 going to resist the ar- 
gument of corporations that inasmuch as%a 
dividend of stock does not increase the stock- 
holders’ actual fractional share in the busi- 
ness, it should not be considered a portion 
of his income. ‘On the other hand it is 
going to maintain that as it has a money 
value in the market it is to be considered 
on the same basis as other elements of in- 
come, ma 
The United States supreme court will next 
be called upon to pass upon the acts of 
1916 and 1917 in order to sustain or tear 
down the government’s position in the mat- 


ter. 
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Nav y Preparedness 
Striking Contrast. 


A great deal is being said now about 
tha navy being so much better prepared for 
war than the army. The fact is, the navy’s 
preparedness is largely due to the naval 
committee of the house of representatives, 
headed by Representative Padgett, who, for 
»the past four years has brought the experience 
of many years’ close study of the subject 
to bear directly upon constructive legislation. 

¢ to the war department being behind 
in its preparations, inexcusably so, itis being 
charged nearly every day in Washington, 
it will be recalled that in direct opposition 
to the policy of the naval committee the 
house committee on military affairs actually 
opposed the plan of a former secretary of 
war to secure a federal force, and favored 
a state militia. It will be recalled, too, 
that the same committee opposed the recom- 
mendation of President Wilson and Secretary 
Baker for the passage of the selective con- 
scription bill. 

That the army is not efficient is no se- 
cret. Congress has been largely responsi- 
ble by its failure to inaugurate a reasonable 
military policy that would have produced 
a state of genuine preparednass; and now 
the best thing to do is to strengthen the 
weak places and put the organization on a 
business-like basis. 

In the meantime Secretary Baker is the 
center of a fire that must be maddening. 
Seriously, he has done the best possibly that 
could be evolved out of a condition that 
had been created by a backward, non-ag- 
gressive congressional military policy. He 
is a@ pretty game little fighter, but so:ine- 
times when they are pounding him hardest 
{ wonder if he is not tired of it all and if he 
wouldn't like to shift the great responsibil- 
ities that are resting so heavily upon him.

CHAPTER XXI. 
About Turn. 


The next evening we were relieved by the 
—th brigade, and once again returned to 
rest billets. Upon arriving at these pifets 
we were given twenty-four hours in which 
to clean up. I had just finished getting 
the mud from my uniform when the orderly 
sergeant informed me that my name was in 
orders for leave, and that I was to report 
to the orderly room in the morning for or- 
ders, transportation and rations. 

I nearly had a fit, hustled about ,pack- 
ing up, filling my pack with souvenirs such 
as shell heads, dud bombs, nose caps, shrap- 
nel balls, and a Prussian guardsman’s hel- 
met. In fact, before I turned in that night, 
I had everything ready to report at the or- 
derly room at nine the next morning. 

I was the envy of the whole section, 
swanking around, telling of the good time 
I was going to have, the places I would 
visit, and the real, old English beer I in- 
tended to guzzle. Sort of rubbed it into 
them, because they all do it, and now that it 
was my turn, I took pains to get my own 
back. 


At nine I reported to the captain, receiv- 
ing my travel order and pass. He asked 
me how much money I wanted to draw. I 
glibly answered, “Three hundred francs, air;” 
he just glibly handed me one hundred. 

Reporting at brigade headquarters, with 
my pack weighing a ton, I waited, with 40 
others, for the adjutant to inspect ws. Af- 
ter an hour’s wait he came out; must have 
been sore because he wasn’t going with us. 

The quartermaster sergeant issued us two 
days’ rations, in a little white canvas ra- 
tion bag, which we tied to our belts. 

Then two motor lorries came along and 
we piled in, laughing, joking and in the best 
of spirit. We even loved the Germans, 
we were feeling so happy. Our journey to 
seven days’ bliss in Blighty had commenced. 

The ride in the lorry lasted about two 
hours; by this time we were covered with 
fine, white dust from the road, but didn’t 
mind, even if we were nearly choking. 

At the railroad station at F we re- 
ported to an officer, who had a white band 
around his arm, which read “R. T. O..” (Roy- 
al Transportation Officer). To us this of- 
ficer was Santa Claus. 

The sergeant in charge showed him our 
orders; he glanced through them and said, 
“Make yourselves comfortable on the plat- 
form and don’t leave, the train is liable 
to be along in five minutes—or five hours.” 

It came in five hours, a string of eleven 
match boxes on big, high wheels, drawn 
by a dinky little engine with the “con.” 
These match boxes were cattle cars, on the 
sides of which were painted the old fa- 
miliar sign, “Hommes 40, Chevaux 8,” 

The R. T. O. stuck us all into one car. We 
didn’t care, it was as good as a Pullman 
to us.’ 

Two days we spent on that train, bump- 
ing, stopping, jerking ahead, and sometimes 
sliding back. At three stations we stopped 
long enough to make some tea, but were 
unable to wash, so when we arrived at B—-., 
where we were to embark for Blighty, we 
were as black at Turcos, and, with our 
umshaven faces, we looked like a lot of 
tramps. Though tired out, we were happy. 

We had packed up, preparatory to detrain- 
ing, when a R. T. O. held up his hand for us 
to stop where we were and came over. This 
is what he said: 

“Boys, I'm sorry, but orders have just 
been received cancelling all leave. If you 
had been three hours earlier you would have 
gotten away. Just stay in that train, as it is 
going back. Rations will be issued to you 
for your return journey to your respective 
stations. Beastly rotten, I know.” Then 
he left. 

A dead silence resulted. Then men start- 
ed to curse, threw their rifles on the fioor 
of the car, others said nothing, seemed to 
be stupefied, while some had the tears run- 
ing down their cheeks. It was a bitter dis- 
appointment to all. 

How we blinded at the engineer of that 
train, it was all his fault (so we reasoned), 
why hadn’t he speeded up a little or been on 
time, then we would have gotten off before 
the order arrived? Now it was no Blighty 
for us. 

That return journey 
I just can’t describe it. 

When we got back to rest billets, we 
found that our brigade was in the trenches 
(another agreeable surprise), and that an 
attack was contemplated. 

Seventeen of the forty-one will never get 
another chance to go on leave; they were 
killed in the attack. Just think if that train 
had been on time, those seventeen wouid 
still be alive. f 

I hate to tell you how I was kiddeg by 
the boys when I got back, but it was goog 
and plenty. 

Our machine gun company took over 
their part of the lime at 7 o'clock, the night 
after I returned from my near leave. 

At 3:30 o'clock the following morning 
three waves went over and captured the 
first and second German trenches. The 
machine gunners went over with the fourth 
wave to consolidate the captured line or 
“dig in” as Tommy calls it. 

Crossing No Man's Land without clicking 
any casualties, we came to the German 
trench and mounted our guns on the parados 
of same. 

I never saw such @ mess in my life— 
bunches of twisted barbed wire lying about, 
shell holes everywhere, trench all bashed in, 
parapets gone, and dead bodies, why, that 


was misery to us; 


ditch was full of them, theirs and ours. It 
was a regular morgue. ‘Some were mangled 
horribly ‘from our shell. fire, while others 
were wholly or partly buried in the mud, 
the result of shell explosions caving in the 
walls of the trench,, One dead German was 
lying on his back, with a, rifle sticking 
straight up in the air, the bayonet of which 
was buried to the hilt in his chest. Across 
his feet lay a dead English soldier with 
@ bullet hole in his forehead. This Tommy 
must have been killed just as he ran his 
bayonet through the German. — 


Rifles and equipment were scattered 
about, and occasionally a steel helmet could 
be seen sticking out of the mud. 

At one point, just in the entrance to a 
communicating trench, Was a stretcher. On 
this stretcher a German was lying with 4 
white bandage around his knee, near him lay 
one of the stretcher-bearers, the red cross 
on his-arm covered with mud and his hel- 
met filled with blood and brains. Close 
by, sitting up against the wall of the trench. 
with head resting on his chest, was the other 
stretcher-beerer. He seemed to be alive, the 
posture was so natural and-easy, but when 
I got closer, I could see @ large, jagged 
hole in his temple. The thrte must have 
been killed by the same shell-burst, 

The dugouts were all smashed in and 
knocked about, big square-cut timbers splin- 
tered into bits, walls caved in and entrances 
choked. 

Tommy, after taking a trench, learns to 
his sorrow, that the hardest part of the work 
is to hold it. 

In our case this proved to be #0. 

The German artillery and machine guns 


had ug taped (ranged) for fair; it was worth 
your life to expose yourself an instant. 

Don’t think for a minute that the Ger- 
Inans were the only sufferers, we were click- 
ing casualties so fast that you needed an 
adding machine to keep track of them. 

Did you ever see one of the steam shovels 
at work gn the Panama canal? Well, it 
would look like a hen scratching alongside of 
a Tommy “digging in’ while under fire, you 
couldn’t see daylight through the clouds of 
dirt from his shovel. 

After losing three out of six men of our 
crew, we managed to set up our machine 
gun. One of the legs of the tripod was rest- 
ing on the chest of-a half-buried body. When 
the gun was firing, it gave the impression 
that the body was breathing. This was 
caused by the excessive vibration. 

Three or four feet down the trench, about 
three fect from the ground, a foot was pro- 
truding from the earth; we knew it wae a 
German by the black leather boot. One. of 
our crew used that foot to hang extra bando- 
liers of ammunition on. This man always 
was a handy fellow; made use of little points 
that the ordinary person would overlook. 

The Germans made three counter attacks, 
which we repulsed, but not without heavy 
loss on our side. They also suffered séverely 
from our shell and machine gun fire. The 
cround was spotted with their dead and 
dying. 

The next day things were somewhat 
quieter, but not quiet enough to bury the 
dead. 

We lived, ate and slept:in that trench with 
the unburied for six days. [t was awful to 
watch their faces become swollen and dis- 
eolored. Toward the last the stench was 
fierce. ' 

What got on my nerves the most was that 
foot sticking out of the dirt. It seemed to 
me, at night, in the moonlight, to be trying 
to twist around. Several times thie impres- 
sion was so strong that I went to it and 
grasped it in both hands, to see if I could 
feel a movement. ' 

I told this to the man who had used it 
for a hat rack just before I lay down for a 
little nap, as things were quiet and I needed 
a rest pretty badly. When I Woke up the 
foot was gone. He had cut it off with our 
chain saw out of the spare parts’ box, and 
had plastered the stump over with mud. 

During the next two or three days, be- 
fore we were relieved, I missed that foot 
dreadfully, seemed as if | had suddenly lost 
a chum. 

I think the worst thing of all was to 
the rats, at night, and sometimes in 


watch 
run over and play about among the 


the day, 


dead. 
Near our gun, right across the parapet, 


could be seen the body of a German lieuten- 
ant, the head and arms of which were hang- 
ing into our trench. The man who had cut 
off the foot used to sit and carry on a one~ 
sided conversation with this officer, used to 
argue and point out why Germany was in 
the wrong. During all of this monologue, I 
never heard him say anything out of the 
way, anything that swould have hurt the offi- 
cer’s feelings had he been alive. He was 
square all right, wouldn’t even take advan- 
tage of a dead man in an argument. 

To civilians this must seem dreadful, but 
out here one gets 50 used to a'wful sights 
that it makes no impression. In passing a 
butcher shop you are not shocked by seeing 
a dead turkey hanging from a hook. Well, 
in France, a dead body is looked upon from 
the same angle. 

But, nevertheless, when our six days were 
we were tickled to death to be relieved. 
Our machine gun company lost seventeen 
killed and thirty-one wounded in that little 
local affair of “straightening the line,” while 
the other companies clicked it worse than ‘ 


up, 


we Se the attack we went into reserve bil- 
lets for six days, and on the seventh once 
seals we were in rest billets.

a broadly, rounded toe. Upen the callus wear 
a beveled pad of -boiler’s felt or of soft 
leather %x1x2-inch lengthwise of sole, held 
in place by adhesive plaster strips. To the 
callus-apply every night a coating of flex- 
ible coliodion containing about 10 per cent 
salicylic acid (30 grains in one-half ounce).

same play, even if such a i of is 
specifically covered in the rules. I will 
cite two plays that come up rather 
often in the majors and yet are ruled 
upon differently. In one case the Amer- 
ican league sticks close to the playing 
code while in the other it has a league 
interpretation. In one case the Na- 
tional league follows the rule, in the 
other case it has a league ruling to 
cover the situation. 

We will assume there is a runner on 
first base, one man out, the sixth in- 
ning, and the team at bat four runs 
behind. The hit and run play is flashed 
between batter and base runner. At 
the start of the windup the runner on 
first base dashes toward second. The 
batsman goes through with his part of 


the play by hitting the ball to the 
shortstop. Because of his long lead the 
runner is within a few feet of second 
when the shortstop gets the ball. He 
fumbles the ball momentarily. Just as 
he picks up the Dall and is about to 
make his throw to get the batsman at 
first base the runner originally on first 
has reached second. The shortstop then 
makes a bad throw, the ball going into 
the stands back of first base. The 
question that now arises is as to what 
disposition shall be made of the bats- 
man and the runner on first at the time 
of the hit. 

In the National league, and that or- 
ganization sticks closely to the rule 
on this play, the runner on first orig- 
inally would have, been allowed _ to 
score, while the batsman would have 
been granted second base. The rule 
states that on a throw into the stands 
the runners shall be entitled to two 
bases and the umpire shall be governed 
by the position of the runner or run- 
ners at the time of the throw. In the 
case cited the runner had reached sec- 
ond a trifle before the throw was made, 
hence under the rule was entitled to ad- 
vance two more bases, which enabled 
him to score. The batsman, not having 
reached first at the time of the throw, 
was allowed to advance only to second 
base. 

In such 
is always 


a case, the verdict at second 
a close one. It is a question 
of inches sometimes, either the run- 
ner has just touched the base, or is 
just about to touch it, as the fielder 
starts to make his throw. There is al- 
Ways a-protest over such a hairline 
ruling, the team in the field always 
insists the runner hed not reached the 
base prior to the throw, while the run- 
nér is always positive he has, which 
makes it a hairline decision for the 
official having the play. In the 
American league a much easier solu- 
tion is offered the umpire. The right 
to advance is based on the position the 
runner occupied at the start of the 
play, at the time of the hit, not the 
throw. Under American league version 
the runner on first would have gone to 
third, while the batsman would have 
been granted scond. The base umpire 


need not decide whether the base run- 


ner just did or flid not reach a cer- 
tain base before the throw. 

Now for the other difference. At 
the Polo grounds in New York the 
distance from the home plate to the 
Brandstand is much less than ninety 
feet as provided by the rules. If a 
ball delivered by the pitcher strike the 
srandstand, it entitles the base runner 
to advance a base without liability to 
be put out. The American league fol- 
lows that rule closely. The moment 
the bal! strikes the stand, play cease g 
all runners are allowed to advance a 
base and the ball is 
pitcher and play resumed. In the Na- 
tional league, the ball is considered in 
ball delivered by the pitcher strikes the 
stand. When it does, it entitles the 
runner to advance a base, and if he 
cares to try to go further he can do 
so at his own peril.
